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FOREWORD 


Our modern age has bestowed upon us an abundance of new 
insights and significant discoveries in all branches of the arts and 
sciences. As every practical tournament player understands, this 
analytical approach has not neglected the realm of chess. 


The purpose of this book is to provide that player with a very 
thorough study of the Advance Variation of the French Defense, an 
opening which lends itself readily to the almost obligatory practice of 
preparing tournament variations, both for White and Black, because of 
its distinctive pawn structure. 


Because of the wealth of information in this opening, this book 
was organized as a collection of games rather than in the format 
employed by most contemporary opening treatises. However, size 
limitations prevented giving complete games in all cases. 


To list a bibliography of all the sources required to compile a 
work of this depth and nature would be virtually impossible. In addition 
to all the standard chess texts, it was necessary to draw information 
from national and local periodicals, monographs, and tournament 
bulletins. This could only have been achieved through the presence of 
the world’s largest public chess library, the John Griswold White 
Collection in Cleveland, Ohio. We wish to express our sincere 
gratitude for their fine facilities and cooperation.

The Advance Variation, probably the oldest known reply to the French 


Defense, has been the subject of repeated refutation and reclamation 
since its debut. 


Despite its iconoclastic violation of opening theory principles (never 
move a piece twice in the opening stage of the game and avoid 
excessive pawn moves during the same stage), this move has attracted 
players at all levels of play. 


In the international arena, such masters as Paulsen, Steinitz, Nimzovich 


and Keres have felt its appeal. More recently its intricacies have been 
explored by Duckstein, Pachman, Velimirovic, Ciocaltea, Kupreichik 
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and especially Sveshnikov. 


"3 e5 seriously cramps Black’s Kingside and, if White succeeds in 
holding his d4 without any counter-balancing disadvantages, a moment 
must come when Lady Fortuna will smile upon him, in the form, that 
is, of an attack with his pieces on the Black King in his constricted 
position, or else a vigorous onslaught on the pawn chain with f4-f5."
